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1. The automobile factory in Rynovice near Jablonee (D51/G26) was formerly the 
firm Electropraga which produced electrical equipment. The plant was con- 
vertedin July 1951. Production of automobile chassis takes place in only one 
of the assembly halls. The remaining buildings have been equipped with: 

a. Large vertical drilling machines ~ the majority being type MAS 
“be Lathes - face-plate lathes 

c. Horizontal and vertical drilling machines 

a. Blectrie welding outfits 
@. Electric hardening apparatus 


f. Mobile overhead cranes, 


2. The Liberec (051/G16) section of the Czechoslovak Construction Works is 
building three new assembly halls, each approximately 120 x 60 meters. 


3. The factory is completely enclosed by a 2.30 meters high wire fence. Observa- 
tion or guard towers are placed at each corner of the fence. The factory 
militia numbers105 men. Employees are not allowed to enter sections of the 
factory in which they are not working. Workers of each assembly hall have 
been issued distinguishing badges which are checked upon entering. 


4. The number of employees, 1,200, was expected to reach 4,000 by the end of 1951. 
There are two shifts. 


De Materials delivered to the factory are semi-finished products: steel Sates 
70 - 80millimeters thick and what appear to be the steel shells of tank turrets. 
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6. Eleetric power is supplied by the high tension grid but a new power station 
is being built within the factory area. 


7- A railroad line is being laid between the factory and the railroad station 
Jablonec-Zastavka.
